The following report, respecting the affdirs of ei dene was made 


to the Synod, by the President, and a8 tlie transactions of thd) Synod 
emanated chiefly from it, we cannot do our readers a betterservice than 


publishing it entire. It will certainly be read with much interest. 


4 Once more (says the President) has a kind Providence granted us to 
meet as brethren, as fellow-workers in the Church of our great Redeemer: 


Once more, are we assembled for the purpose of exchanging experiences 
—of rejoicing together in events favourable to the cause of Christianity 


among us—of consulting upon measures and means, still more to forward 
that great and good cause—and of encouraging each other to go on re- 
joicing in our united and individual efforts to build up the kingdom of 
heaven on earth; which is the reign of truth, wisdom, and virtue, and 
‘which alone and infullibly leads men to God to Nees, true ielicity.. 
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In the year past, since our last * meeting, events have happened in 
our part of the Christian Church, as fur as it comes under our immediate 
view, which command our n gratitude to the wise and good Dispo - 
ser of all human events; and p ts have been opened to us, which 
promise much for the time to e ; and cannot fail’ to engage our most 
serious attention. Our part of the church has increased in various direc- 
tions, and the helping hand of God has been manifest among us; the 
harvest is inereased, and the la ers have become more. Let me een 
to particulars : BOO 

1. On the 4th of October, 1826, 1 had the beaiate of fiduicting the 
Rev. Jacob Berger into his place and Church, as Minister of the Lutheran 
Congregation at Ghent, Columbia county. Although on a week day, the 
spacious church was crowded to overflowing : : There appeared at the 
Lord’s table, on thatoccasion, ne hundred and twenty communicants 
among them, à respectable preacher of another denomination. ‘Several

7, 2. October 26th, I inducted the Rev. W. J. Eyer into his office, as 

. Pastor of the Lutheran eongregation at Wurtemburg, Dutchess county ; 
where, notwithstanding 4 Almost uhexampled storm of wind ana rain, 
an attentive audience was assembled. 


3. Upon invitation, I ee and preached for the small and 1 Anse 
Lutheran Congregation at Woodstock, Ulster county, in November, 
1826. Although the Lutherans in that vicinity have an. ancient church 

0 of heir on, still, by the particular request of the Dutch Reformed Con- 
gregation and their Ministen, and by the willing consent of the Lutheran 
party, I preached in the Reformed Church ; immediately after which, the 
Reformed Minister, the Rev.. Mr. Boice, administered the Lord's Supper 
to his own congregation— both congregations. hay ing united in the pre- 
‘vious services conducted by myself. All was done to the high edification 
ef both parties. In the evening, both Clergymen preached in different 
parts of the vicinity. . 


4. In the fall of Rev. J. P. Geertoer entered upon 
his call, as Pastor of the Lutheran congregation at Johnstown, Montgo- 
mery county, and was solemnly inducted by the Rev. Dr. Hazelias and 
other Clerical Brethren of the vicinity. | 
3. In January, 1827, 1 received an invitation to attend at the dedica- 
tion of a new church, built by different denominations of Christians, in 
the town of Saugerties, Ulster county; but, having proceeded several 
miles on my way thither, was prevented, by the violence of a snow-· storm 
and the depth of the drifts, from accomplishing my purpose. 


6. The Rev. F. C. Schaeffer informed me, January 9th, 1827, that he 
had finally dissolved his former connection with St. Matthew’s Church, 
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New-York, and accepted of, bad entered upon, a call from a Lutheran 
congregation, worshipping in New Jerusalem Chapel, in the same city. 


7. The Rev. P. W. Domeier gave me notice, January, 1827, of a new 
call from the Lutheran congregation at Stone Arabia; which he had 
accepted. 

8. Under date of February 6th, al joyful communication was made 
to me by the Rev. F. C. Schaeffer, of New-York, that a truly Christian 
friend and benefactor, whose name, however, was not revealed, had grant- 
ed to him and his congregation, for ever, a church, spacious, substuntial, 
and in the best condition; situate in Orange street, New-York ; of which 
the Rev. Mr. Schaeffer and his congregation were to tuke possession in 
the month of May ensuing. | 


9. The 15th of January forwarded to me a letter from the Rev. Herma- 
nus Hayunga, giving an account of ‘the two Lutheran congregations at 
Williamsburg and Osnabruck, Upper Canada, under his care. 

10. In the course of the same month, information was conveyed to me, 
confirmed by letters from the Rev. Dr. Geissenhainer, that St. Matthew’s 

-Charch had been purchased by the German Lutheran congregation under 
his care; and that the Rev. Fr. Geissenhainer, Jr. of Pennsylvania, had 
received a call to St. Matthew’s; upon which he entered soon after. 


11. A letter from the Rev. Candidate, J. D. Lawyer, dated February 
7th, informed me, that he had received and accepted of a call from the 
united congregations of Stone Arabia, Palatine, and Minden; upon the 
duties of which, he intended to * in the ensuing month of March. 


12. On the 9th of February, I wh favoured with the Report of the 
Committee appointed by the last Synod for the investigation of certain 
charges preferred against the Rev. P. W. Domeier; which Committee 
had met December 27th, 1826,at Stone Arabia. The report was accom- 
panied by testimonies and Affidavits, given on both sides; which report, 
together with the accompanying papers, are now in my possession, open 
to the inspection and decision of this Synod. Since it was not my pro- 

vince, to decide in a matter of such vital importance, and of such vast 
consequences; (the Synod having, notwithstanding his most serious re- 
monstrances, devolved upon their chief organ a power, which, by our 
Ministerial Constitution, he did not think himself warranted to exercise, ) 
the case, therefore, stands referred to this Synod. 


13. The Rev. J. D. Lawyer gratified me by the information that, on the 
Ist of March, he had removed to Stone Arabia, and taken charge of his 
three congregations. |

Lehman, and Christian B. Thummel, 
Candidates of Divinity, from Germany; who had pursued their Theolo- 
gical studies at the Universities of Bonn, Tubingen, and Halle, and come 
highly recommended by the Rev. Dr. Hazelius and other gentlemen. Af- 
ter due examination, I rejoiced in the privilege granted to the President, 
by our Ministerial Constitution, and furnished them with the desired 
licenses adinterim, which they, no doubt, will give themselves the plea- 
sure to lay before this Synod—-presenting themselves for examination, 
and praying to have their licenses confirmed and renewed by the Synod. 
Mr. Thummel has since, upon the recommendation of the Rev. Dr. Haze- 
lius, been engaged in some small congregations in the north-west part of 
this state. Mr. Lehman has, by the request of our venerable, but at times, 
by bodily pain, disabled Senior, the Rev. Dr. Quitman, spent the summer 
in Rhinebeck, assisting him in the performance of his Clerical functions. 


16. June 4th brought the welcome intelligence from the Rev. F.C, 
Schaeffer, of New-York, that on Sunday, May 13th, himself and his con- 
gregation had taken a formal and solemn possession of the church grant- 
ed them by a generous, although unknown, benefactor; that the church 
was initiated under the name of St. James’; and that the religious servi- 
ces, on that memorable day, were rendered the more solemn, by the aid 
which the venerable father of the Pastor, and the Rev. Messrs. Pohlman 
and Geertner, afforded on the occasion.

Interesting Train of Incidents? 


The following account is — by the Rev. Leigh Richmond, 3 as hay- 
ing been related by a minister, in a noes of the British and ne. 
Bible Society: 

A drunkard was one day 8 gering in n on we brink of the sea. 
His little son by him, three years of age, being very hungry, solicited 
him for something to eat. The miserable father, conscious of his pov- 
ty, and of the criminal caus¢ of it, in a kind of rage, occasioned by 
his intemperance and despair, hurled the little innocent into the sea, 
and made off with himself, |The poor little sufierer, finding a floating 
plank by his side on the water, clung to it. The wind soon wafted 
him with the plank out to A British man of war, passing by, dis- 
covered the plank and child; and a sailor, at the risk of his life, plung- 
ed into the sea and brought him on board. He could inform them little 
more than that his name was Jack. They gave him the name of poor 
Jack, He grew up on board the man of war, behaved well, and gained 
the love of all the officers and men. He became an officer of the sick 
and wounded department. During an action of the late war, an aged 
man came under his care, nearly in a dying state. He was all Kindness 
and attention to the stranger, but could not save hig life. The aged pa- 
rent was dying, and thus addressed this kind young officer: “For the 
great attention you have shown me, I give you this only treasure I am 


possessed of—(presenting him with a Bible, — * of the 
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British and Foreign Bible Society.) It was given me by a lady; has 
been the means, of my conversion; and has been a great comfort to me. 
Read it, it will lead you in the way you should go.” He went on to 
confess the wickedness and profligacy of his life, before the reception 


of his Bible; and, among other enormities, how he once cast a little 


son, three years old, into the sea, because he cried to him for needed 
food! The young officer inquired of him the time and place, and found 


here was his own history. Reader, judge if you can, of his feelings, | 


to recognize in this dying old man, his own father, dying a penitent 
under his care! And judge of the feelings of the dying penitent to 
find that the same kind young stranger was his son; the very son whom 
he plunged into the sea; and had no idea but that be had immediately 
Perished! A description of their mutual feelings will not be attempt- 
ed. The old man soon after expired i in the arms of his son. The latter 


left the service, and became a pious preacher of the Gospel. On clos- 


ing this story, the minister, in the meeting of the Bible Society, bow- 
ed to the chairman, and said, “ Sir, I am poor Jack,”

Dear Brethren—It i is but uttering the sentiments of the greater por- 
tion of our church, when you are hereby congratulated on the present 
success, and the future prospects of the institution over which you pre- 
side. The infant which you fondled, will soon attain to the maturity 
and stateliness of manhood. . The measures which you have heretofore 
pursued, have been signally accompanied by the blessing of God, and 
the friends of the Seminary feel assured that you will leave no means 
untried to promote its further prosperity. One who takes the deepest 
interest in its welfare, would presume to address you through this me- 


dium, and to suggest a measure, which, it is known, will receive 


your prayerful deliberation. 
You will, in all probability, soon feel it your duty to elect an addi- 
tional Professor, for it is utterly impossible that one can teach all the 


branches essential toa good T heological education. The number of 


students is increasing, and consequently the labours of the Professor in- 


crease. The necessity of an assistant, it is presumed, will be grant - 


ed. Your present worthy principal sustains a weight of responsibility 
and labour, under which the most robust constitution must sink in a 
few years. Our suggestion is, (and jit. is proposed with all due defer- 
ence to your superior wisdom) that you cull your second Professor from 
Germany. We need not tell you that the land of our fathers is crowd. 
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ed with men of learning, whose celebrity fills the literary world—men, 
who have arrived at the very acme of science and well earned fame.— 
Although many of them, unfortunately for the interests of true piety, 
have abandoned the doctrines of the Reformation, yet, there is a host 
of most profound scholars and most pious men, who contend vigorously 
for the “ faith once delivered to the saints”; and practise in their lives 
the truths which they so powerfully proclaim. There are individuals of 
this latter class (and heaven forbid that we should ever think of any 


other) who are willing to leave the land of their nativity, to communi- 


cate their knowledge to us. Our worthy agent, who has just returned 
from Europe, and to whom we are under so many obligations, had the 
happiness of becoming acquainted with many such characters; and it 
is from him that you must derive the requisite information. 

The advantages of such a measure, it must at once be apparent, are 
incalculably great. We will not now enter into a full enumeration of 
them. Let these, at present be sufficient. It would tend to reconcile 
several Synods, who are now opposed to the School, for then their 
principal objection would be removed, which is, that the German lan- 
guage does not receive its appropriate attention. Although this objec- 
tion is not valid, yet the presence of a German Professor would pro- 
bubly insure their hearty co-operation. It is well known to you that 
many gentlemen now go to Europe to improve themselves in Biblical 
literature by attending the lectures of the celebrated scholars in those 
universities. If you calla Professor who is well qualified to teach 
that science, thea the expens¢ and danger of a voyage to Halle or Gét- 
tingen would be spared. Were such a man connected with your insti- 
tution, we could keep pace with German literature, which is becoming 
so deservedly popular in our country. It would elevate our Seminary 
to an exalted rank amongst the sister schools of our land, and you 
might expect students from every quarter to listen to the instructions 
ot our German Orientalist. Let the present most excellent Professor 
retain his chair—you possess a treasure in him; but do make some pro- 
yision for the cultivation of Biblical learning, and if you resolve to in- 
vite « gentleman from Germany, we will hazard the presumption, that 
our European brethren, whose munificence we can never forget, will 
contribute much towards his permanent establishment.

From Mrs. Rowe, widow of a Missionary of the British Baptist 
‘Society, dated on the Ganges, below Cuttoa, at a place catled 
Dum, Dum, Dec. 10. 1826. | 


As we were passing down the — we noticed a concourse on the 
hank of the river, and a dead body lying on the beach. We immediately 
concluded there was to be a Suttee, the meaning of which is now known 
to all the world. I ordered the oarsmen to put in opposite the place, in 
the hopes of being able to plead a widow's sympathy for her fatherless 
children, with the devoted widow. 


I almost fainted at the spectacle, which, as we drew near, arrested our 
view—a corpse, with its feet touching the holy water of the Ganges, the 
head lying on the lap of the widow, a part of whose veil, or long white 
cloth, covered its face and hands; the restof her lap was filled with en- 
chantments, such as Mongo-hairs, rice, &c. The woman herself was a 
healthy, middle-aged person, evidently of a superior cast. She was 
loaded with ornaments; her forehead, ears, nose, arms, wrists, fingers, 
and feet, were burdened with them. = hair was neatly done up behind 
her, and her whole body shone with oil. On one side of her was a youth, 
andon the other a maiden; behind her were three women, placed as 
prompters and supporters, and all around were women of different ages. 
The funeral pile was preparing by Brahmins on one side, and the crowd 
of men stood on the other. Such aspectacle, thought I, might pierce a 
Hindoo ; but alas! I found that a Hindoo was not a fit comparison. I 
trembled so that for some time I could not speak, and they all stood won- 
der-struck to see our budgerow putting so near tothem. One man stood 

in front of the crowd, so near, that Icould with ease hold conversation 
with him. I bowed to him in the native way, which he returned. I 
begged permission to speak to him, and he said, ‘be pleased to speak in 
Hindoo. I inquired what these people were assembled for; he replied, 
„To burn the widow who sits there,“ pointing to the corpse. I then 
begged to be allowed to speak to her: he beckoned to her to attend, and 
bade the people to be silent. I inquired of herself if she intended to be 
burned on the funeral pile of her dead husband; she did not reply at 
once, but waited the suggestions of those behind her; and then said “Yes.” 
I inquired of her if she had any children: she pointed significantly to the 
two young persons on the right and left hand; at which anold woman, 
whom I took to be their 114 — She has a daughter, who 
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is married to that man,” (who Lod ls front). Justthen the man’s wife 
came in view, with an infant in her arms. There I beheld people of 
three generations assembled to unite in destroying the only hope of those 
fatherless babes, and I involuntarily clasped my hands, and burst into a 
flood of tears; the grand-mother wept too; the son-in-law looked serious; 
but the women behind her shoulders acted like the Evil Spirit, in tempt- 
ing Eve, which enabled the mother to affect an apathy not natural to a 
parent. When I could recover myself, I asked her if she could leave 
those children both fatherless and motherless in a day: she said, ( Ican.“ 
I said “ Look into my budgerow ; here are six children, who have lately 
become fatherless ; but I would not forsake them, should the whole world 
persuade me to it: they are the dearer to me for being dependent on me: 
then how-can you give up yours to the care of strangers. and that too by 
killing yourself, which is unlawful? Perhaps your husband is in happi- 
ness; but if you destroy yourself, you will not be with him there.”— 
“The Shasters teach me thatIshall.” “But your present Shasters are 
found to be false ones, not. like the original ones, which say, that true fidel- 
ity is the care of your children; and God, who made both you and them, 
will judge you for leaving them ; the God who made the world is the God 


of life ; he gave you your life, and if you destroy it, he will send you to 


hell.“ The men then grew agitated, and said, She does it of her own 
pleasure.” I replied, Because she has been deceived, and is afraid of 
shame if she does not.” He said, ne shame would fall on her if she did 
mot. I then used all the intreaties I could, to induce her wo give it up; 
but the woman at her ears. kept whispering to her. She, however, at 
length, looked concerned, but waved her hand, and bid me not be concern- 
ed. I asked her if she was determined to die; to which she answered in 
the affirmative. Ithen told her that she and all her family would be 
accounted murderers. The men then said, We have had permission 
from the Thuna, or judge.“ 11 told him all judges were but men, liable 
to be judged by the laws of God-that to do so, was contrary to the laws 
of the Company, which would rather preserve people's lives; and that it 
the Magistrates should seek them out, they would perhaps hang chem all. 
At this the people got into a great stir, knowing that 1 had, in the course 
of the conversation, acquired the dead man’s name, and that of his young 
son, I told them that some judges forbade it, and that the woman had 
been spared to rear up her children. The place became all ina bustle, 
and, as I did not wish to see her ascend the pile, I bade the boatmen 
loosen and go off. I afterwards learnt that the woman was burnt.

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Description of Caffraria and the Caffres, 
| — a large tract of country, bounded on the south by the 
Great Fish viver, on the east by the ocean, on the north by the tribes 
called Tambookies and Mambookies, while its interior boundaries are 
lesscaceurately known. It is about 250 miles in length and perhaps 
neatly 200 in breadth. It is a land of hills and valleys, much better 
watered than most countries of southern Africa, and in its appearance 
reminds me much of some descriptions of Judea, though I apprehend 
not equal to that ancient “ land of corn, and wine, and oil.“ A great 
part of Caffrelanil is very fertile, and might be rendered highly produc- 
tive by agriculture... But it is only occasionally that a traveller meets 
with cultivated land; chiefly the low grounds that lie along the sides 
of the rivers, or of some stream of water. This country is almost en- 
tirely pasture land, and cattle ure the riches of the natives; they have 
no sheep, and but few goats. We have purchased a few sheep, and in- 
tend to encourage the natives in an attention to their increase. The 
chief support of the people is milk, which they never drink new; but 
putting it into skin sacks, it is kept till it becomes curded and sour, 
when it serves them for food and drink together. The taste of the 
sour milk is extremely unpleasant to an European; perhaps when he 
has lived amongst Caffres some years, he may begin to like it. Occa- 
sionally a beast is slaughtered, and every man present in the kraal par- 
takes of a part of it. There is a kind of rude hospitality towards each 
other invariably observed: a Caffre on his journey never. takes any pro- 
vision for the way; to whatever kraal he comes, or into whatever hut 
he enters, he sits down and eats and drinks of the sour milks as much 
as he pleases, and stays a day, or a week, according to his pleasure, 
being considered the whole time as one of the family. 9 
The grain raised on their cultivated grounds consists principally of 
Indian corn, and a small, husky, but very productive grain, which is 
called Caffre corn. This is very good when boiled, sweetened with a 
little sugar, and new milk poured over it. 

The land is cultivated by the women; the men look after cattle, and 
hunt the elephant and game. The mode of living and the civil govern- 
ment of the people are patriarchal. They are divided into tribes, and 
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
